THE PURPOSE OF THE VISIT. 

Prince Bismarck has not come to Nice with 
out a purpose. The benefit of his heaith isa 
pretense. He has not been in better physical 
condition within the past ten years. Relief 
from the cares of Government has given him 
fresh life and strength, He has had the first 
real rest in his long career of incessant work 
and he is the better for it morally as well as 
physically. No longer compelled to 
be in an attitude of opposition to 
all Europe and alone guard Germany 
from hostility within. and without 
there is less irritation in bis tone. He is more 
tolerantand his old spirit of dominance is 
,_. Assuming the form of benevolence. Thus he 
is coming closer and closer in sympathy with 
the large and noble aspirations of the Em- 
péeror William, and it has been shrewdly sur- 
mised that ft is in furtherance of his ruler’s 
designs that he has taken the 
step of visiting France and that his 
reconciliation with his imperial master will 
be followed by an effort. to bring about the 
reconciliation between Germany and F rance. 
This joyful anticipation reste upon more than 
mere surmise. 


“ALSACE AND LORRAINE. 
The Prince comes direct from Homburg, 
where he had several interviews with 
the Prince of Wales. It is reported that 
in the course of their conversation the 
ex-Chancelior admitted that his mind had 
undergone a change with regard to Alsace 
and Lorraine, andthathe began to consider 
that it would be advisable te restore those 
provinces to France to avoid the complica- 
tions, the collisions, the disturbances to Eu- 
rope, which threatened in the long future, 
and which would ever render the situation of 
“tne German Empire insecure. The ex-Chan- 
Gellor, supposed to be the inveterate enemy 
of France, has also, in many ways of late, 
shown a remarkable change in his attitude 
toward that country.

Another affect almost as prodigious in its 
consequences as the potato failure is the 
possible fuel fam- 
ine, which has been 
Overlooked in all 
that has been re- 
ported hitherto. 

Hence it la that not 
only have the poor 
people of the south- 
ern and western 
seaboards the pros- 
pect of cheerless 
hearths superadded 
to famine, but they 
have to face the ulti- ° 
mate fatality of eviction, which inevitably 
comes where the harvest does not yield the 
rent. In many districts the people are 
at present burning furze and brambles 
in their fires, while the turf cut 
this season, which should now be drying, lies 
very moistat the bog sides. The southern 
districts most openly affected by the potato 
failure are those which surround Sehull, 
Dunamannus and Beerhaven, in the County ef 
Cork, and Dingle and Uahirciveen in the 
County Kerry. The potatoes will not last 
lenger than November, and thence forward 
the people will have no food. 

THE FISHING INDUSTRY. 

„Lobster fishing is carried on to some extent 
on the headlands, but the want of communl- 
cation makes the sale upprofitabie. 
Other descriptions of fishing are out of the 
question in some localities for want of proper 
boats, and in others, such as the districts sur- 
rounding Dunmannus Bay, by reason of the 
distance they lie from the open sea: Of eourse 
the fishing industry is thriving in the neigh- 
boring ports of Baltimore, Glandore and Kin- 
sale, but these places are exceptionally 
favored by situation’ and by fertune. Witha 
little outside assistance Baltimore has been 
raised from the level of the neighboring dis- 
tricts to a position of prosperity which ren- 
ders the people eee, ene, ofthe 
potato crop as a solita resource. If the 
fisheries were further developed along the 
coast line the prospect of potato failure would 
not have such terrors for Ireland as it has at 
present. Leaving the southern districts the 
same dreadful conditions and prespects exist 
in various varts of Connaught. Around West- 
port and Newport, in the county of Mayo, In- 
eluding Arran, the potatoes were seriously 
affected with the blight. In the surrounding 
market the price is lid and 12d a stone, over 
double the price usually obtainable in Sep- 
tember. In other respects the condition of 
the congested districts of Connaught is the 
same as that in Cork and Kerry. 


TIDING OVER THE DISASTER. 

My suggestion made three weeks ago that 
winter vegetables should be placed in the 
ground at once was carried out by many 
farmers in a number of districts, who dug up 
what was left of the potatoes and replaced 
them with turnips. This, of course,could only 
be done in districts where the farmers had 
some small capital of their own; 
but in congested localities where the 
tenants at harvest time have always 
large liabilities to discharge to the ‘gambeen’ 
men for loans made for the sowing season, it 
was impossible for them to foliow the same 
course. Some little assistance, however, was 
forthcoming and afew in those districts were 
enabled to carry out my recommendation. 
We hope for liberal assistance from genereus- 
hearted Americans and our fellow-country- 
men inthe United States and in Australia to 
enable the famine-stricken people of Ireland 
to tide over the coming gloomy winter.’’ 


0’ DWYER AND DILLON. 

The dispute between Hishep O’Dwyer of 
Limerick and the Nationalist leaders, 
especially Mr. Dillon, is assuming an acute 
phase. Some of the clergy are with the 
Bishop, while all aceord to him, whatever 
their private sentiments, the respect due to 
his station. The priests, therefore, who are, 
as a rule, in therough sympathy with 
Irish National aspirations, refase to 
join in any action which directly or 
indirectly reflects on thelr ecclesiastical 
superior. Bishop O’Dwyer is respected by 
everybody in Limerick as a preiatd of spotiess 
life and honorable intentions. He is ex- 
tremely devoted to the poor, and individually 
popular throughout his diocese. He has come 
to the conclusion that the tenants ought to 
pay their rents, when at a reasonable figure, 
and that it is wrong to advise them otherwise. 
From this view nothing can shake him, for he 
is as firm as adamant. The Orange Grand 
Lodge of Limerick has offered to supply boy- 
cotted tenants with food and other supplies. 

SPOKE AGAINST THE BOYCOTT. 

A cruel outrage is reported from Cloyne in 
the southwest of Ireland. A farmer named 
David Curtin, residing near Castle Mary, 
missed three goats and found their heads im- 
paled on the gatesof hisfarm. Curtin had 
been guilty of speaking against the boycott. 

COMMITIED FOR MURDER. 

Bartholomew Sullivan and Patrick Hackett 
have been committed for trial for the murder 
of Patrick Flahive, who, while returning from 
corn cutting on an evicted farm, was wayiaid 
and sft. The murder happened four years 
ago and the accused were arrested but re- 
cently.

While as yet no formal action has been taken, 
there can be no doubt that English capital te 
preparing for a struggle, not against the 
unions as such, but against the dictation of 
the unions. 
WILL ACOBPT THE CHALLENGE. 
The unions are entirely prepared to takeup 


the challenge. Skilled and unskilled iabor- 


ers are recefying good wages in Great 
Britain, and the general condition 
of the working classes is prosperous, 
Consequentiy the various unions have con- 
siderable balances on band, and their leaders 
are just es determined to maintain the claims 
of organized labor as the employers are to as- 
sert their own diberty of action. Str Edmund 
Lechmere, who has done much for the laborers 
at Staunton in adding to their means of sup- 
port, writes on this subject « 

„The chief danger to the publie from the 
present demands ef trades unions is the re- 
vival of the old, obsolete trade guilds, in 
substance, if not in name, whieh would con- 
fine within a chosen number the right te 
pursue a particular trade and exclude ali 
others, thus reducing to abject depend- 
ency and beggary all whom the unions would 
eee Gt not to admit. This will never be tol- 
erated in this age and country. I believe in 
the elevation of labor, but ofall labor not of 
some close lodge or union, excluding others 
from the right and benefit of labor.“ Sir 
Edmund’s utterance has been sagerly taken 
up and was the keynote at the employers’ 
meeting to-day. 

FARM LABORERS’ STRIKE. 

A curious strike has come to an end in 
Northamptonshire. The farm laborers there 
recei¥e in harvest 268 and 20s a week, without 
beer. In neighboring countiesthe wages, in 
harvest time, are about the same with deer. 
The Northampton laborers struck for the 
beer allowance, and refused to go to work 
until they got it. Meantime thousands of 
Irish laborers were hastening oyer te do the 
work, beer or no beer, andthe knewledge of 
this fact made it a good deal easier to bring 
the Strikers to terms. However, they got 
their beer. Harvesting in England last 
about a month. In some parts of the 
country the farmers allow the laborer 
faggots in addition to his wages, aud in some 
places the laborer may have, if he likes, an 
eighteen-gallion eask of beer provided by the 
tarmer at hie own cottage to be accounted for 
in the harvest settlement. The general 
tendency is to pay all in money and cease the 
time-honored perguisites. Nothing so much 
illustrates the changed condition of English 
life since the time, not many yeurs ago, when 
the farm laborers were vitually suris, bound 
to the soil they tilled. 

THE EIGHT-HOUR WORK DAY. 

The Labor Congress at Liverpool, which ad- 
journed to-day, shows that teades unionism 
in Engiand is at ites food. While the bulk of 
the business transacted concerns purely local 
labor problems the resolution to move an 
eight-hour bill for all industries in Parlia- 
ment is of international importance, This res- 
olution passed by a very close vote—198 to 755— 
which shows that the laboring men are any- 
thing Lut unanimous in its favor. This fact 
alone will render the passage of any bill mak- 
ing an eight-hour day the law of the land next 
to Impossible at tne present time, but there 
are other obstacles to be encountered. It is 
not from the Tory party that such a sweeping 
measure of reform must be expected. If it 
comes at all it must come from the Liberals. 

HOW THE LIBERALS VIEW IT. 

Most of the leading members of the Liberal 
party are, however, decided against a change. 
Joha Morley has spoken strongly against it, 
and even such an uncompromising democrat 
as Bradlaugh has denounced the idea as ut - 
terly destructive of the industries of the 
country. When the state of opinion is so 
diverse both Within and without the House of 
Commons, it will probably take many years 
before the resolution of the Trades Congress 
gets transferred to the statute books. The 
same subject was discussed by the Congress 
of British Scientists in another, part of the 
country. Prof. Hadley quoted statistics from 
America aiming to show that an eight-hour 
law would surely kill off nonefiicient and weak 
workmen. However the action of the Con- 
grees brings this question straight into the 
domain of practical politics and makes it a 
powerful factor in the autumn campaign. 


THE POPE’S LETTER. 

It was anpounced, with some authority at 
the Congress, that the Pope has been busily 
engaged for some weeks past in the prepara- 
tion of an encyclical letter on the labor ques- 
tion. Thie will be addressed to all the bish- 
ops of the world, and will contain counsel as 
to their interposition in labor disputes and 
strikes. The policy of the church has always 
been to increase its popularity by seizing 
upon topics of popular interest, Thus 
her prelates having conspicuously assisted 
in the settlement of disputes of recent date 
between master and man these efforts will be 
approved by tte Pope, who, following the 
example ofthe German Emperor, which he 
also cordially approves, will suggest the in- 
ternational conférence of hh . dignitaries of

He was 
a staunch Whig, and his grendson, the pres- 
ent peer, was a lord-in- waiting in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s last government. Edmund, Arch- 
bishop Stonor, was born in 1831 and has long 
been officially attached to the court of Kome. 
Four of his sisters have been suns. 


PRINCE ALBERT VICTOR.

Albert Victor of Wales, is undoubtedly more 
serious than is publicly admitted by his phy- 
sicilans. It is now announced that he is so 
much out of sorts that he will be unable to 
keep his autumnal engagements. He has the 
harassed look which comes of nervous 
depression and nothing seems to do him 
any good. His sister, the Duchess of Fife, is 
gradually recovering In the bracing air of 
Scotiand, but the Prince does not seem to 
have any recuperative power. It is said that 
he did too much in Indija,jand is now suffer- 
lag the consequences, but it looks very much 
as though some constiutional weakness were 
developing itself, the existence of which has 
not hitherto been suspected. 


SACKVILLE’S PETULANCE.

Pension fer Gea, Barnum. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 6.—The House 
to-day passed a bill granting a pension of $100 
a month to Gen. Henry A. Barnum of New 
York. It is a House bill and has not yet 
passed the Senate, but there was such a 


unanimity in favor of it in the House that 
there is not likely to be any opposition in the 
Senate. Here is how it reads: 

„Be it enacted, etc., that the Secretary of 
the Insterior be and he is hereby authorized 
and directed to place on the pension roll the 
name of Henry A. Barnum, late Brigadier- 
General and Brevet Major-General of Volun- 
teers, and pay him a pension of $100 per 
month from and after the passage of this 
act.’

Weather Crep Bulletin. 


WASHIXGTON, D. O., Sept. 6.—The weather 
crop bulletin issued for the week ending to- 
day says: The weather during the past week 
in the States of the Upper Mississippi, Lower 


Missouri and Ohio Valleys was generally fa- 
vorable for growing crops, especial- 
ly throughout the principal corn 
producing States. Oonsiderable damage is 
reported in North Dakotafrom hall and se- 
vere local storms. More rain is needed in 
portions of Lilinois and Missouri, but the 
ground is generally in favorable condition 
for fall plowing, which is general throughout 
the w'nter wheat beit. 

Kentucky reports weather favorabiefor a 
large corn crop; ashort tobacco cr p of ex- 
celient quality; pastures best in years, 
Cotton crop is opening well in Ten- 
nessee; picking in progress; late 
corn areatiy improved; tobacco 
being cut and an inacreased wheat 
acreage. Reports from the Western Guif 
States indicate that the cotton crop was im- 
proved by the favorable weather of the past 
week. In Louisiana, Arkansas and Texas 
picking is progressing rapidly, no serious 
damage from worms and no fears entertained. 
Rice and corn harvesting is progressing fay- 
Orably in Louisiana — cane continues in 
the best condition. The low avérage tem- 
perature ip Mississippi and heavy raios in 
southern portions of South Carolina caused 
some slight et 4 to the cottom crop. In 
Alabama and North Carolinathe weather was 
more favorabie, and the crop is being secured 
oad Smallcrops are reported as doing 
well, 

Rain is meeded in the central portion of 
Virgiula for late tobacce and fall plowing, the 
ground being ver dry in north- 
west; astures dried up. In New 
York, ew Jersey and Pennsylvania 
the weather conditions were Ve favorable 
for maturing crops and considerable progress 
has been made in plowing, with 1 of 
an increased acreage of wheat. New England 
reports: ‘‘Good tobacco crop nearly secured 
and root cro promise well; the yield uf 
cranberries will be good, but less than last 
year; beans, good yield and large acreage; 
apples from one-fourth to one-half crop.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 6.—The weather 
prophecies of Prof. Devoe of Hackensack,

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 6.—some curious

This morning, in the Senate, Senator 
Paddock presented petitions aggregating 741 
signers, all citizens of St. Louis, asking that 
the Paddock bill to prohibits the 
adulteration of foods asd drugs may 
become a lav. The indorsements on 
the petitions show a certain confusion on the 
part of the persons who penrzed them. Thus 
one refers to the ‘‘adulteration of diet and 
drugs. Amether to the ‘‘adulteration of 
diet“ only. Yet another wants adultera- 
tion of diet and other —4 prohibited 
effectively.’’ Quite a whelesale prohibition 
that. Yet another wants the wholesale 
adulteration of human diet prohibited.’’ Re- 
tall adulteration he would tolerate, appar- 
ently. Most of the petitions want the 
adulteration of diet probibited, simply, 
but one of them wants it ‘‘effectively pro- 
hibited.’’ Another wants it prohibited ef- 
fectively,’’ while yet anotber is more strin- 
gent and wants the prenibition te be for- 
ever and effectively.”’ Mr. Paddock also 
presented the petition of seventy citizens of 
Chase Couaty, Neb., praying for an appro- 
priation in aid of irrigation. It would seem 
as though petitions for irrigation (of the 
mucous membrane) should come in from 
Kansas and Iowa, but they don’t.

to Suit Himself. 


Chairman Lutz and His Reform 
Resolutions Given a Chill- 
ing Reception. 


The City Republican Committee Ousts Cem 
mitteemap Abe Slupsky of the Second 
Ward and Appoints Its Sub-Committees— 
A Lively Meeting at Central Turner Mall 
~The Eighth District Demeeratic Com- 
mittee Adds Anethertoe Its Big List of 
Office Helding Members—General Politi- 

dal News. 


HE Ninth District Demo- 
cratic Congressional Com- 
mittee held what everybody 
present pronounced an 
exceedingly interesting 
meeting last evening lu the 
ball of the Hendricks As- 
seciation. A particularly 
interesting feature of the 
meeting was a tilt between 
Dr. Lutz and Ed Butler on 
the subject of practical 
politics. The braway 
biacksmith intimated that 
the doctor was not well 
posted in politics and the latter acknowledged 
his inferiority in that respect when compared 
withthe author ofthe intimation. The hall 


was well filled when Chairmag Lutz called the 


session to order. Ne moiion was made for an 
executive session and all present were per- 
mitted to remain. Ed Butler was one of the 
first to enter the room. + He Had the proxy of 
Committeeman Charles McCormack of the 
First Ward, who wag ‘elected to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by. Butler’s resigna- 
tion. The blacksmith-politition wore a deter- 
mined look in his broad-gauge countenance 
and the members and onlookers recognized 
at once that he came on business, All the 
wards were represented and Mr. Butier’s was 
the only proxy offered. The Secretary had 
scarcely finished the roll-eall when the senior 
Butler was on his feet. He said that be had 
Some to the meeting for mo other purpose 
than to show the people who had contended 


that his son James wanted to take snap judg- 
ment on those who might wish to become 
candidates, that they were entirely mistaken. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, he said, with 
marked emphasis, I want the convention 
212 so as to give everybody a show and 

at is why I am here te-night.’’ 

THE CONVENTION POSTPONED. 

When he concluded Secretary Walsh moved 
fora reconsideration of the committee’s ac- 
tion, fixing next Saturday as the day for the 
convention. His motion prevailed, and it 
was then decided to hold the convention on 
the 27th inst., and the primary election the 
day previous. 

The next Butler 
tion in the com mittee was in 
the nature of a surprise party for 
Oommitteeman Pat Woodloek of the Nine- 
teenth, or old Seventeenth Ward. The pres- 
ent committee was elected according to the 
old ward arrangements, which were changed 
completely by the Redistricting Commission 
ef 1887. A petition of Nineteenth Ward 
Democrats wes presented bearing some 
twenty signatures, requesting the committee 
to unseat Mr. Woodlock orm the ground 
that he was not a resident of 
the old Seventeenth Ward. The names 
attached to the paper and the circumstances 
attending its presentation led manv to believe 
that it emanated {rem Ed Butier’s i@ lowers in 
the Nineteenth Ward. Woodlock was highly 
incensed when it was read and declared him- 
elf forcibly onthe subject. He said that if 
the committeemen were to be thrown out on 
nuch grounds a majority of members would 
have to go with him. 

Harry Keevil came to his rescue and argued 
against unseating Woodilock. 

Secretary Walsh differed with Keevil aud 
said that as the Demecracy of Mr. Wo diock’s 
ward wanted him unseated and furnished 
good grounds for their request, their wish 
should be cemplied with. 

Woedleck denied that the twenty men 
named in the prohibition constituted the 
Democracy ofthe present Nineteenth Ward 
er any respectable portion 01 it. 
The discussion began to wax warm when 
Committeeman Blanke offered as a substitute 
a motion to appoint a committee of three to 
investigate the matter. This carried and 
Chairman Lutz appointed Messrs. Blanke, 
Orethers and Guion. 

CHAIRMAN LUTZ’S RESOLUTION. 

Dr. Lutz then advanced to the front of 
the platform and made a shert address, in 
which he referred to the necessity of proceed- 
ime cautiously in the matter of making a nom 
imation. It was the wishof the Democracy 
everywhere to redeem the Ninth District and 
te do it, no mistakes should be made 
by the committee. If fatal mistakes were 
made the party could justiy censure the com- 
mittee. otes were needed from all the ele- 
mentofthe party, and to obtain them the 
committee should make such arrangements 
as to permit of no ela . unfairness in the 
nomination of a cand He then read the 
tollowing resolutions and urged their adop-

Republican politicians from all sections gf 
the city found Central Turner Hall 
a very interesting place yester- 
day afternoon. The attraction was the meet- 


ing of the City Central Committee called by 
Chairman McFali forthe purpose of passing 
on the contests. The meeting was held be- 
hind closed doers, and loud and long 
were the protests of some of the 
contestants who wanted to remain on the in- 
side. Tye contests were directed against Abe 
Slupaky of the Second Ward Michael 
Maloney; Charles Claudius ofthe Fifth Ward 
by Fred Bauer and C. F. Vogel; Terrence 
Kllcullen of the Fourteenth Ward by Phil 
Schanhorst; F. W. Schlingman of the 
Seventeenth Ward by Chas.

by 6. A. Robeyn. While the 
committee was wrestiing within on the 
evidence ofthe contestants and contestees, 
an excited crowd blocked the hallway outside 
and expressed their opinions of the commit- 
tee and its mode of proceedure.

Slupsky created a scene in the hall outside 
the door when he was told to vacate 
the room and allow Maloney take 
his seat. He denounced the com.- 
mittee in unmeasured terms and threatened 
to swing his Second Ward following against 
Pohlmann in the coming election. His friends 
were likewise free in their denuneiation of 
the committee, as were the contestants whose 
petitions were dismissed.

HOW A PROMINENT BUSINESS MAN OF 
WASHINGTON, D. C. WAS DONE FOR, 


Dreugged and Robbed te Nakednesse—The

Sept. 6.—If the Washing 

ton police were a little 

more wide-awake than 

they are the mysterious" 

death of a prominent busi- 

ness man, whieh occurred 

in July, would probably by 

this time be known as a 

murder of the foulest kind. 

Mr. O. O. Andrews was last 

seen alive by bis friends at 

2e’clock on the morning 

of July 20. Two days later 

the dead body of an unknown man was found 

in the Potomac and buried in the potter’s 

field. After the lapse of some time it was ap- 

prehended that the body might be that 

of Andrews, who was missing. The 

grave was opened, and although the body 

was decomposed beyond recogsition an ex- 

amination ot the teeth proved the identity. 

Dr. Coyle, a Baltimore dentist, identified the 

Alling and the teeth as those which he had 
put in for Mr. Andrews some time ago. 

Nebody knew any reason why Mr. Andrews 
should have committed suicide. The police 
readily accepted the theory of death by acei- 
dent or suicide and notrouble was taken to 
investigate the matter. The lite insurance 
people, however, were not as indifferent as 
the pelice. They have been inquiring into 
the circumstances of Mr. Andrews’ death and 
they have discovered enough to arouse 

SOME TERRIBLE APPREHENSIONS. 

The Critic this evening says: It is Known 
that at the time of bis disappearance Mr. 
Andrews bad a large sum of money and a 
valuable gold wateh. The fact that the body 
was nude when found was strange, and the 
utter inability of his friends to discover any 
trace of his clothes gave rise to the suspicion 
of murder. It was ascertained that when last 
een, about 2 o’cloeck on the morning 
of July 2, two days before his body 
was found, Andrews was in a deplorable 
state of intoxication. His . companions 
of the preceding evening, who left him some- 


where on Pennsylvania avenue, had been so 
demoralized with drink, it is sald, that they 
were able to recollect only vague particulars 
of the night’s adventures and were utterly at 
a loss to account for Andrews’ non-appear- 
ance. They did not know where he had gone 
or what his intentions were, and have since 
been unable to give those engaged in the in- 
vestigation the slightest assistance.

Crops Anpnihilated and Trees and Cattle 
Carried Off Like Feathers—Many People 
Killed and Injureda—Serious Collisten on 
the Denver & Rio Grande—Crushed to 
Death by Wagon Wheels — Broke His 
Neck—A Day’s Catastrophes. 


PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Sept. 6. 
TERRIBLE cyclone 18 
reported as having 
passed through Jack- 
son and Roan Coun- 
ties close to the vi- 
lages of Meadowville 
and Leroy.

‘This was the case 
with those who trafficked in wheat futures dur- 
ing the past week, The market re- 
solved itself down to A profession- 
al deal, pure and simple, though not 
simple enough to be easily guessed, and it was a 
guess all the week. What are known as the ‘‘chip- 
les, that is the young aid, comparatively speak- 
ing, the light-weight traders,ran matters during the 
early part of the week, and backed by sentiment and 
engineered by some lively yapping, they worked the 
price up lec to $1.04% for Dec. and $1. 10% for May. 
Bat the big Boston failure and the break of 
Sawyer, Wallace 4 Co. of New York took all the 
wind out of their sales. A quick run to $1.01 Dec. 
and $1.06% May took place, the early hours of Fri- 
day seeing the low point. These rates were about 
Die velow the highest figures seen on 
the crop. Since then there has been

are the magnificent 
canvases of a Verestchagin and Mus- 
kacsy, in all their realistic and 
historic splendor. There is nature ln its su- 
preme beauty from the eternal sea to the 
idyllie landscape fragment—the lyric, the 
epic, the dramatic in the art of painting, the 
humorons, the pathetic, the austere, the sub- 
lime harmonizing with each other. 

W hile the exponents of the various schools 
are still grouped together there is still a happy 
diversion. Nothing is ‘‘heaped up““ or 
„press ed into service“ in the distribution 
and arrangement of the pictures, but a deli- 
cate freedom from lines and precepts prevails 
throughout, a grateful change, so that the 
eye does not grow tired nor the senses 
become wearied with a mass of colors. 
Visitors may well remember hew over- 
powering, depressing and bewildering was 
that superabundance of the Verestchagin cel- 
lection ofthe art exhibit of last year: one 
alone would have been ample, for each Ver- 
estchagin creation isa study, a volume in it- 
self. Imagine going through the Enacycio- 
pedia Britannica in one hour; and just so it is 
with a number ot Verestchagins strung side 
by side. But this year there is 
such a happy mixture of the grand 
and the somber, the pathetie and 
the tender, the humorous and the serious, 
the descriptive anc the narrative, the large 
and the small (for there is virtue in the min- 
giing of sizes) that no one need ge away with- 
out taking with hima thought-impression of 
oue or the other canvas, the subject of which 
Ats into his life, his circumstances, his sur- 
roundings, and in that fact lies the educating, 
refining and enanobling power of this divine 
art.

IGHTON, Kan., Sept. 6. 

~An organization of 

farmers is being 

formed te unite in an 

attempt to reciaim 

the deserts of West- 

ern Kansas by means 

of artificial ponds. 

They have tried for 

= seventeen years to 

raise crops. Many have mortgaged their 

farms, let the loan companies take them and 

left, while still others have been driven out. 

What is needed is some method by which the 

rainfall of the summer season may be distrib- 

uted or continued so as to destroy of temper 

the drying effects of the fatal hot winds of 
June and July. 

An elaborate statement of the situation has 
been drawn up and distributed widely 
through some of the counties west of here. 
In it the farmers deciare: 

„All over this part of the State are numer - 
ous draw or dry beds of water 
courses which serve as drains to 
carry off the surplus water during 
the rainy seasons and from the melting 
snows. With but littie labor and much less 
outlay of money artificial ponds could be 
made along these draws that would hold from 
one to five acres of water each and be from 
five to ten feet deep when filied in the rainy 
season. Timber could pe easily planted 


around these ponds, where it would 
make a certain andrapid growth, furn sh 
shade and shelter for stock, break the force 
of the wind and prevent the rapid evaporation 
ofthe water. With such ponds as thickly 
interspersed as they might be all over West- 
ern Kansas, and timber growing about them, 
the hot winds that wither the corn would be- 
come a memory and cease te be such a 
lamentable reality. The evaporating meisture 
from these numerous ponds would muke the 
atmosphere near the earth so dense and 
heavy that the hot winds from Texas would 
be heid up by it, and not come near enough 
the surface to injure the crops, and increased 
evaporation would come back again in sum- 
mer rains upon the same locality,’’ 

Concerted action is urged, and the farmers 
propose to pat the plan in operation early in 
the spring or this tail after the wheat is in. 
The plan is meeting with much favor, and 
— careful thinkers believe lt a feasibie 
one, 


Political Situation. 


Torska, Kan., Sept. 6.—The Democratic 
State convention meets in Wichita next Tues- 
day for the nomination of a State ticket. Two 
names are prominentiy mentioned for the 


Governorship. Both ex-Gov. Charles Rob- 
inson and ex-Gov. George W. Glick want 
the nomination. Both are farmers, both are 
resubmissionists, and either will be satisfac- 
tory to the Democrats. The Republican re- 
submissionists will meet in Wichita on the 
same date, and will undoubtedly unite with 
the Democracy on a State ticket. Ex- Gov. 
Robinson is most acceptable to this element, 
and the probabilities are that he will be the 
nominee of both conventions. The Republi- 
can resubmissionists feel very sore over the 
action of the Republicaa State Convention of 
last week in piacing in the platform a stron 
Ee rohibition platform, Senator Bentley — 
iohita, representing this element, went be- 
tore the Plat worm Committee and protested 
against any expression in favor of the present 
prohibitory law. asseried that if such a 
plank was adopted .it would endan- 
election of a Congressman 
Seventh District and would 
lose a number of members of the Legislature. 
Other resubmissionists were before the com- 
mittee, butin spite of their protests d very 
strong prohibition plank was adopted, and 
the oan tar now stands squarely committed to 
robibition. The Repubiican resabmission- 
sts claim they will carry 30, votes to the 
Democratic ticket. In a large number of 
counties they will run independent candi- 
dates for the Lezisiature, and hope with the 
aid of the Demecrats to secure a majority in 
the House in favor of the submission to the 
people of a proposition to ‘repeal the prohib- 
itory amendment, They assert that ten years 
under prohibition has shown the law to be a 
failure. 
THE CAMPAIGN OPENS. 

The — ublican State Central Committee 
will open headquarters in this city te-morrow 
and opens vigorous campaign ior the State 
ticket. Senator W. J. Buchan of Kansas City, 
Kan., Will manage the campaign as chairman 
of the committee, assisted by Capt. John H. 
Smith of Columbus, Secretary. The campaign 
willgbe opened during the coming » eek with 
a number of ratification meetings held in all 
the large cities of the State. The committee 
propose o make the most thorough canvass 
of the State that has ever been made. Some 
of the leaders are considerably alarmed over 
the growth ofthe Farmers’ Alliance, but 
Chairmas Buchan says that by November the 
party will be in shape to roll up the usual ma- 
jority. 

THE FIGHT IN THE FIRST DISTRICT. 

The convention which is to be held at 
Holton next Wednesday by the Republicans 
of the First Digtrict for tae nomination of a 
Oongréssman, promises to resuit in a big 
fight. An effort will be made to renominate 
Cengressman Morrillin spite of his positive 
deelination to again become a candidate. 
Gen. „Guthrie of Atchison, and Case 
Broderiek of Jackson County, will be candi- 
dates before the convention. 

FORECLOSURES ON KANGAS FARMS. 

Statistics bave been received here from the 
districts clerks throught the State as to the 
number of foreclosures of farms for the pur- 
poses of contradicting reports being ecircu- 
lated In the East that an alarming number of 
farms are being sold in this State under 
mortgage. From these replies it 1 that 
during the past six months ae Ry farms 
have been sold by the Sheriff in 7 
counties, an average of about twenty-five in 
each county, or less than one a week. Many 
ofthese foreclosures were on laud taken 
up and mortgaged for what it would bring 
when money was egey to get, the mortgagors 
taking the money and leavingthe farms. By 
the official census returns it will be possibile 
to compare this result with the number of 
mortgages released and cancelled up to June 
1, 1890, in each county. As yet. these figures 
are not at hand, but in a few counties general 
results are to be had—as in Labette, where, 
during the first six months of 1990, forty-seven 
new mort@ages were filea and 1 released. 
In MePherson County the payment of 
mortgages pas averaged $1,000 ad since 
February. Eik County there are t re- 
leases for 8 new mortgage filed. Butler 
County has nad eigbty-niue foreclosures, but 
the releases exceed the new mortgages by 
$175,000, and the Clerk of the District Court 
says that the foreclosures are largely on land 
intended cae anything else than the raising of 
crops, because utterly unadapted 
to 3 In Atebison there have been no 
foreciosures, in W otte none for two 
roe and none 14 5 on the docket.

chard Brinsiey Sheridan was born is Dub- 
lin in 1751.. His lineage was good, His grand- 
father, Dr. Thomas Sheridan, was an intimate 
friend and correspondent of Dean Swift. His 
father, Thomas Sheridan, was an actor of no 
mean skill, but was chiefly a teacher of elocu- 
tion, residing sometimes at Dublin, sometimes 
at Bath and sometimes at London, His ability 
and accomplishments were such that 
he was admitted to membership im that 
famous club of which Johnson, Burke, Gald- 
smith, Gibbon, Reynolds and kindred spirits 
were members. Johanson, whe loved to nick- 
mame his friends, called him Sherry, but 
- afterwards extended the name te Sherryderry. 
Richard’s mother was a woman of much 
talent. She wrote a novel entitied Sidney 
Biddulph, Which received warm praise from 
Charles J. Fox. She wrote also two plays, one 
of which, ‘‘The Discovery,’’ Garrick pro- 
‘mounced to be one of the best comedies he 
ever read.’’ 

As a schoolboy Richard was unpromisiug. 
He was lazy to the last degree, and besides 
was dull. One of his teachers pronounced 
him an impenetrable dunee. At the age of 
II, his father having become a resident of 
London, Richard was sent to the famous 
school at Harrow. Dr. Parr, hen a young 
man, was one of his teachers—Varr, who was 
then devouring Greek learning with a vo- 
racity that refused to be appeased and that 
made him afterward the pride and glory of 
England. Parr testifies to Dick’s splendid 
success as a dullard in scholarship, but also 
says that he saw occasional! glimpses of su- 
Per ler inteliect. He adds that the boy was 
well liked by his companions for his genial 
disposition and manner, and his unmalicious 
pranks. He remained at Harrow six or 
seven years and then returned to his father, 
who resided at Bath. Though not fond of his 
lessons, it must be inferred that he read polite 
literature, especially poetry, pretty in- 
dustriously. While at Bath, Dick, then about 
19, in conjunction with a young friend named 


Halhed, wrote a play calied Jupiter. It 
appears to have had little merit, butit shows 
at how early am age Sheridan discovered a 


taste for 
DRAMATIC WRITING. 

At Bath Dick got acquainted with a Miss 
Linley who lived there. She had beauty and 
Was an uncommoniy fine singer. The young 
poet and the young musician were soon dead 
In love. The romantie fact ig that Diek, his 
literary friend Halhed, and his youncer 
brother, Charles, were in love with Mies Lin- 
ley at the same time, aud neither knew of 
the passion of either of the others. But Dick 
won the prize. He was handsome and young 
lad tes prefer bandsome iéHows. For reasons 
not necessary to be t forth, put entirely in- 
nocent, Dick and Mies Linley early in 1772 
Were married secretiy, aud for afull year 
concealed their marriage. In the fali of that 

ear, ou account of a quarrel respectiay Miss 

inley, Sheridan fougitaduel with swords 
with a man named Matthews. Though he 
fought with the courage of a lion, Sheridan 
got the worst of it, received a nuinber of ugly 
wounds ana nearly lost bisiife. When we re- 
ect that Dick'e father was an elecutionist, 
and even an actor, it needs hardly be added 
that he was alsocranky.. Either Dick’s secret 
marriage, or his duel, or his general good- 
for-nothingness incensed tbe father and he 
refused tosee Dick again. The estrangement 
continued for years. But the son in time 
made the father manager of Drury Lane The- 
ater. 

Dick was an affectionate ser. Once 
G@urieg the estrangement, when one of 
his comedies was being acted, the father was 
peated ia the audience. Dick from behtad the 
soenes saw him, saw how grandly he enjoyed 
the ay and how the futuer’s heart sweiled 
with’ joy and pride atthe proof of his son’s 
genius. The refiection that he wus not 
allowed to talk to his father was too much for 

e son and he cried like a baby. Dick’s ewn

Well, 
Tom, if that’s your talk, you see my 
pistol on the table and you know 
the way to Hounsiow Heath.’’ No, father, 
I tried that at 1 o’clock this morning. I cov- 
ered a fellow with my pistol and demanded 
his cash. He said if I could Hind Ay cash 
about him he would be delighted, but that he 
belonged to Drury Lane Theater. At one 
Time Tom determined to try fora seat in Far- 
liament. He told his father of nis purpose.

With such a reputation as adramatic writer 
Sheridan might well have been content with 
the managership of Drury Lane. But he was 
not content. 

Itisthe duty of every man to know his 
tether. Sheridan undoubtedly knew that he 
was a wit and an orator, Thongh unfit to be 
a lawyer he knew himself fit to be a pariia- 
mentary orator. In the fall of 1780 he stood 
for Pariiament in Stafford and ‘was elected, 
He was a Whig. He at once became the 
friend of Burke and Fox. It is not worth 
while to trace his 

PARLIAMENTARY CAREER CLOSELY. 

His fireat effort as an orator was not suo- 
cessful. He asked Woodfall as to ite merits. 
This Woodfall was publisher of the Public Ad- 
vertiser, the journal in which the ‘‘Jun‘us 
Letters’’ were published. Woodfall ex- 
pressed an unfavorable opinion of Sheri- 
dan’s speech. Sheridan leaned bis head on 
his hand a minute in reflection and then said: 
It ig in me and, by God, it shail come out!’’ 
It is strange, but trae, that Sheridan, son of 
an actor and elocutionist, had at the begin- 
ping of his parliamentary Career a thick and 
indistinct enunciation—a fault he never over- 
came entirely. 

About this time Sheridan suffered the dis- 
aster f forming an intimacy with George, the 
Prince of Wales, who succeeded to the throne 
as George IV. it must be conceded that the 
Prince bad a good education, a ventiemanly 
knowledge of literature and  vivacity of 
mind as also in early life u fine form and feat- 
ures. But his tastes were lowand his appe- 
tites low and vicious. With afew other men 
AS brutish ne himself 
prowl the streets till 
night, drinking whisky, Sghting 
carousing. Because he was Prince 
of Wales he could always borrow money, and 
there was no limit to the recklessness of his 
rioting. Into the Prince’s circle Sheridan’s 
wit and charmin convivial manners made 
him always welcome. He soon came to 
like whisky as well as his noble host. 

its effect on him. In 
Sheridan was remarkably 
handsome. Butdebauchery gradually gave 
to the lower part of his face a flabby, sensual, 
besetted look. I! iastead of spending his 
nights in djssipation he had attended to his 
business at his theater he might have died, us 
Garrett did, worth bundreds of thousands 
of dollars instead of dying a pauper. 
The debts of the Prince were at one time es- 
timated at more than $3,000,000. There is room 
to suspect that of a Saturday night a hundred 
pounds or so of this sum passed occasionaliy 
from the Prince’s pocket to Drury Lane. 

In 1778 Sheridan bought Mr. Leasy’s halt of 
Drury Lane. It issafe to assume that he had 
no money of his own, but how he contrived 
to raise $200,000 nobody knows. Sher! 
dan lived with abominal extrava- 
gance. He kept three houses. To 
keep them constantly stocked with horses, 
furuiture, servants, wines and the like was 
no lightexpense. But frugality in Sheridan's 
eye was vice. At last a great misfortune 
overtook him. One winter night early in 1808 
a messenger stepped hurriedly into Parliament 
House and whispered to Sheridan, who 
calmly left. Drury Lane Theater was on fire. 
He saw at once that nothing could be saved, 
ordered wine and sat down near by with afew 
friends t enjoy the sight. A gentleman ap- 
proaching and rallying him on his coolness, 
‘*Surely,’’ said Sheridan, one may enjoy a 
glass of wine at his own fireside.’’ 

The disaster was terrible, for the building 
was ma niflcent, and its appointments and 
properties all that the highest art of that day 
could produce. It is doubtless true that 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan went to bed that 
night 

BANKROPT. 

The world has produced few men so witty 
as Sheridan. His wit olten served him a good 
purpose ina pecuniary way. Many an im- 
portunate and dunning creditor has left 
Sberidan happy and roaring with laugh- 
tel, yet without having got * 
penny. Sheridan cultivated wit as a 
labor. His papers showed that be wrote out 
witticisms, and by addicions, erasures and in- 
terlineations brought them with toll to their 
highest perfection, Every scene in the 
‘*Rivals’’ proves its author a wit, but it 
proves, too, that the wit was the product of 
toil. Even the false syautax was elabor- 
ated. 

There is not room left to éonsider Sheridan 
asa parliamentary orator. Yet few men 
more brilliant in that line ever lived. At 
the beginning his success was not creditable. 
But be persevered, and, more than that, he 
labored. Rapidly he grew into repute as un 
orator. He was chosen by Parila- 
ment as ene of the members 
of the Hastings impeachment. A higher com- 
pliment could not have been paid. He was 
associated with Burke. The team was a 
stronu one. Burke furnished the special 
learning, the Intellect and eloquence. Sheri- 
dan, inferior to Burke, ulso furnished 
eloguence, but of a 4Gifferent sort 
from Burke’s. It was not better 
but it was more captivating. It is safe to say 
that of its kind the eloquence of Sneridan on 
the Hastings impeachment has never been 
surpassed. It elicited the warmest com- 
mendations from Fox and Burke and in fact 
trom everybody. 

Sheridan lost his seat In Parliament. He had 
no longer any interest in Drury Lane. 
He was down. He was venniiess. The 
man who is penniless and has no power is 
also friendies+. Past giery, genius, fame, go 
for nothing. 80 Sheridan found. Im 1813 dis. 
tresses thronged upon him. His friends 
forgot to recognize him. They who, 
when he was accounted one of the first 
statesmen in England rejoiced to 
receive his smile, failed on the street to sve 
him. Then he became sick—penniless,friend- 
less. sick. Such was the condition 
ef Richard Brinsley Sheridan, the author, 
the poet, the statesman, the orator. 
Under the law of England his 
body, Richard Brindsley Sheridan’s body, was 
seized and carried to Debtor's Prison. 
Througha friend he was reieased. Richard 
Brinsle Sheridan was released 
Debtor's Prison. He saw 
bis end was near. His 
refused to retain nourishment. Ab! there 
was the trouble.

AN ACTOR’S BIRTHPLACE. 


THE LITTLE FRAM* HOUSE IN WHICH 801 
SMITH BUSSELL WAS BORN. 


Hew His Father and Uncle Made Them- 
selves _Popular—Kessell’s Early Days 
and the School He First Attended—Some 
Interesting Notes About Brunswick and 
Its Famous Hills—How the Break of the 
Missouri Affected It. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY Post-DisPpaTcH. 
RUNSWIOKE, Sept. 
5.—This city is situ- 
ated between Kan- 
sas Clty and St. 
Louls on the Wa- 
bash Reliroad and 
is one of the oldest 
towns in Missouri. 
Years ago it had 
quite a flattering 
future, and it dida 
thriving business 
before the war. The 
Brunswickers be- 
lieved in those days 
that it would In time 
become a flourish- 
N Ing city. Being 
situated on the banks of the Missouri River 
the town did a thriving trade with the boats 
which landed there long before the railroad 
reached that part of the country. It was 
quite an important tobacco center, and large 
quantities of produce were shipped from that 
part of Missouri by means of the boats which 
plied the Missouri between St. Louis and 
Kansas City. The town is about one 
hundred and fifty miles trom 8t, Louis and 
about three bours’ ride on the Wabash from 
Kansas City. Even now there is a very good 
tobacco business dong there and there are 
several tobaceo houses in operation. Chris- 
tian County is one of the richest counties in 
Missouri, and produces splendid crops on its 
fertile bottom lands. It sounds strange to 
speak of the Grand River taking the place of 
the Missouri, but itisevenso. All of the old 
Citizens of Brunswick remember well whea 
the present town was situated on the banks of 
the Missouri; then came a dreadful overflow 
and the Missouri! River gradually receded un- 
tit it made a new channel for itself two miles 
southeast of the town. Tne Grand River used 
toempty into the Missouri two miles above 
Brunswick; it now runs by the town, and 
there are houses bullt almost to its banks. 
There is quite a flourishing tile factory in the 
town and one ot the handsomest bank builld- 
ings in the State—entirely too handwome for 
the reat of the village buildings. The stretch 
of land left between the Grand River and the 
Missouri, two miles away, is owned by citi- 
zens in Brunswick, although itisin Carroll 
County, only separated from the town by the

The Democrats Will Gain Members—Nomi.- 
mations in the Various Districts of the 
State—The Chances of the Nominees for 
Election—Séme Old Peeple ia the State— 
Notes and Gossip. 


HE last House of Rep- 
resentatives of Mis- 
sour! was composed 
of 739 Democrats, 50 
Republicans and 11 
Union Labor mem- 
bers. The Union La- 
bor members all came 
from 86. Louis. Of the 
Democrats only 16 are 
renominated, These 
are Abraham, Davis, Stuart, Florea, Greer, 
Lisles, Turner, Trumbo, Tuttle, Hickman, 
Msbrey, Ringo, Fogle, Underwood of Vernon, 
Webb and Zimmerman. The Republicans re- 
nominated are Davis of Adair, Bothwell of 
Pettis, Kelley of Putnam, George of Polk, 
Mueller of St. Charles and Underwood of Law- 
rence. The Senators renominated are Sebree 
and Taggart, Democrats. 

Eighteen of the thirty-four senatorial dis- 
tricts of the State elect new members this 
year. These districts were represented in the 
last Legislature by 15 Democrats and 8 Re- 
publicans. The Eighteenth and Twentieth 
Distriets, represented by Republicans in the 
last Senate, willlikely return Democrats this 
this year. In the Twenty-fifth District the 
Democrats may elect a Senator to the vacancy 
caused by the death of Senator Allen.

Peoria Tournament — America’s Fastest 
Riders to Com pete—Cycling Chat. 


Since the official call has been issued for lo- 
cal wheelmen toattend the Peoria tournament 
the interest in this grand affair has wonder- 


up te witness the races promises to be very 
large. The Peoria Bicycle Club, having se- 
cured the consent of the Racing Board, has 
established the rule that the races will be open 


only to solid-tired wheels. This, therefore, 
bars Laurie with his pneumatic tire, but as he 
has entered and will be present, and as every- 
body in the West is desirous of seeing what 
can de done with the new wheel, the elub bas 
offered Mr. Laurie a handsome prize, consist- 
ind of a set of silverware, for any record he 
may make on the pneumatic on the Peoria 
track against time. . 

On the morning of Saturday, Sept. 13th, 
Spooner of Chicago will muke an attempt to 
lower the Ameriean 100 mile record f six 
hours and twenty-five minutes. Sbould the 
conditions be at ail favorable, it is almost 
certain that he will succeed, as he will be 
paced by the fastest men in the country, and 
the track is all that can be desired. The Rac- 
ing Board takes the stand that the Peoria 
club has no right to call the one-mile 
ordinary and one-mile safety races 
championship of America races in- 
asmuch as such races have already 
been contested at Brooxiyn and Hartford. 
The club will, accerdingly, run those as open 
races, but will make no change in the prizes, 
which are the handsomest that have ever been 
offered for similar events. They consist of a 
$200 tandem bicycle for one and a $75 diamond 
medal and a high grade bicycie for the other. 
together with special prizes for the men lead- 
ing at the quarter, half, three-quarter and 
mile, providing that the men leading at 
those points ride the respective dis- 
tances in Bs. . 20s., 2m., 
and 2m. 40s., or better. This combination of 
prizes, together with the Peoria bicycle ciub’s 
gold record medal, which will be given for 
auy broken record, constitutes a combination 
of prizes in each of the races Which has never 
been equalled. Furthermore as the winners 
of the Championships at Brooklyn and Hart- 
ford will both be present, the winners of these 
races will be entitled to the horor of being 
champions of America, even though they are 
not given the title. To more than offset 
this, however, the club bes secured the 
sanction of the racing board to 
run the five-mile safety and the ten-mile 
ordinary events which are always among the 
most interesting of any day’s sport, as cham- 
plonship of Ameriea races.

It is violence to 
the natural order of life fortwo people who 
have become dissatisfied with each other, to 
be compelied to continue in each other’s so- 
ciety and, where both parties agree, there is 
no question. but that judicial separation 
should be permitted.

Coffee (ground fine), beans, rice, flour (self - 
raising), hard tack, ginger snaps, bacon, 
cheese, dried. fruit, canned corn beef and 
tongue, te., canned goods ad libitum, sar- 
dines, lard, evaporated cream, crackers, 
suger, salt, pepper. Also a frying pan (with 

and lid), stew pan (with lig), 
butter knife, table knives, forks and spoons. 
If you want to be particularly elegant you can 
take along a smali gasoline stove and a five- 
gallon can of gasoline, or you can cook over 
the camp-fire, or you can make a very good 
camp-stove at a triflipg expense out of three 
pieces of sheet-iron fastened together by 
*‘strap-hinges.’’ . 

A good tent can be purchased for 89. The 
cost of the rest of the outfit depends entirely 
upon your tastes and your cash, but a good 
outfit for two persons can be got up for less 
than $20. There is no reason why St. Louis 
men who only havea couple of weeks’ vaca- 
tioa should not spend it camping out in one of 
the many beautiful spots which abound in our 
State instead of wasting money and energy 
and traveling long distances to obtain what 
can be so easily found near home.

the latter date to October 7 any twelve per- 
sons registered for membership may form «a 
club-tabie by a written .

intending club members. Printed blanks are 
Provided fer these applications which, in 
erder to be considered, must be signed by ten 
members, the first person 81 certifying 
to and being heid responsible for the other 
signatures. Cholee of lecation is granted in 
the order of filing the applications. The as- 
sociation does not bind itself to assign any 
CLUB TABLES 

after October 8, and while teh members ean 
retain a table until October 1, any seat re- 
maining unassigned after that date, or for 
more than a week at any time when the hall is 
open, ceases to be subjeet to the control of 
the club. At about that time animated scenes 
are enacted in rapid succession around the 
auditor’s office. 

At many as one thousand persons can be 
easily sccommodated in the dining-heli, 
which surpasses in dimensions those of the 
Engiish universitied. At a recemt date 754 
students were occupying seats at the tables. 

The dining-room is 164280 feet interior 
dimensions, with a height of 80 feet to the 
cell lug atthe apex. In a greatstained-giass 
window atthe west end, 26x30 feet, are em- 
biazoned the arms of the eollege, of the State 
and of the United States. Other windows at 
the sides, ia stained glass, 
two of which arb a comparatively recent ad- 
dition. These are twenty-twe feet from the 
floor, the wall space beneath being flied 
with a collectien of art works of historical or 
commemorative interest. Examples of Cop- 
ley and of Gilbert Stuart are frequert. Amon 
the portraits is one of John Quincy Adams, o 
which Stuart painted the head and Thomas 
Suliy the body. A portrait ot John Adams in 
court dress (1783) is by Copley, this artist 
being also represented by portraits of Nieho- 
las and Thomas Boylston and the wifeof the 
latter. The series contain portraits of George 
Washington (the first LL. D. of Harvard) by 
Trumbull and by Edward Savage. A bust of 
Joseph Story, LL. D., by W. W. Story, is 
among the works of scuipture, as is also a 
bust of Washington (1785) by Houdon. 

Such is the respectable company in view of 
students dining in Memorial Hall, and whose 
conduct is regulated by judicious rules. A

and all alcoholic drinks. One of the rules di- 
fects that the joints of meat shall not be 
carved upon the tables. The prescribed num 
ber of courses at dinner is three, this meal be- 
ing served from 5:30 to 6:30 p. m., except dur- 
ing October, and after the spring races, when 
it is balf am hour later. Most frequentiy 
students of the same classes are seated 
together. The waiters are cléeaniy and 
neatiy dressed, as it it the steward’s duty to 
see that they shall be, and are not permitted 
to engage in conversation during meal hours 
or to make any unnecessary noise. No meals 
are sent to rooms except in cases of actual 
illiness, and an extra charge of 10 cents per 
meal is then made. Members bringing guests 
to meals sign order slips for them, some being 
charged thereon at the rate of 80 cents fer 
dinner, 25 cents for breakfast and 20 cents for 
lunch. A visitor can not be kept as a guest 
by a member for more than one week at a time 
without special permission. An a la earte’’ 
bill ot fare is used as the most satisfactory 
arrangement im case of visitors, and the 
student must depend on the same wher 60Om- 
ing after the regular stated hour, beiag 
charged extra for what is ordered. He may 
select bolied eggs at 10 cents or tenderioin 
steak with mushrooms at 76, but the hours for 
meais are not to be disregarded.

The Willoek Mine, be- 
longing to the Mononga- 
la Gas Coal Oo., aud sit- 
uated in the firat pool of 
the Monongahela coal 
regions, is now operated 
by a complete plant of 
alternating current mo- 
tors, utilized as the 
power in the production 

of coal, the working of the pump, and aleo in 
the manipulation of an enormous ventilator 
Which keeps a constant draught pf pure air 
the mine. In addition to that, the mine is 
illuminated by the alternating current

sylvania coal region where the alternat- 
current system is utilized very extensive- 
visit was made to the mine in order to 
ea personal investigation of the success 
he plant, through the courtesy of Mr.

} „„I believe that electric. mining has no 
greater prospects anywhere than just in the 
coal fields of Pennsylvania. The reasons for 
this are sO many that I hardly know 
where to commence to enumerate them. 
Coal minlag in Pennsylvania was never 
such a Door trade as it is new, in fact, it is so 
bad that a native-born American will have 
nothing more to ao with the work. The re- 
euls has been that the business has fallen into 
the hands of foreigners of the very lowest 
class, such as Hungarians, Poles and Italians. 
Then again, the price ot coal has gone dowa 
to such an extent, induced, ot course, by com- 
petition, that it is impossible to get many 
intelligent men who will do the work for the 


small wages a miner is able to make. This 
condition of affairs caused the coal operators 
to hall the advent of electricity as a coal 
miner with great delight, and I believe that 
it will not be very ion before every 
mine in the country will be operated 
5 electricity. The — 1 afforded by 
electricity in the operation of a mine are so 
manifold that its use is bound to become gen- 
eral. For instance, where a coal digger was 
able to earn on an average $2.25 r day, the 
machine miner makes . Why? Because 
while the Operator pays the miner less for the 
production ofeach ton of coal the man can 
produce se much more with the aid of his ma- 
Shine that he can make better wages now and 
the word is less laborious. The operator pays 
the coal digger 79 cents per ton of coal, but 
the production of each ton with the aid of 
electricity costs him only 46 cents, so you see 
there isa ciear gain forthe operator of 30 
cents for each ton. 

MODE OF OPERATION. 

The plant consists of a thirty horse- power 
quarter phase generator of a capacity sum - 
cient to Carry seven motors when cutting 
coal, at the limit of the capacity of the coal 
company. The generator ig self-exciting, 
self-regulating, and so wound that as the load 
increases, the E. M. F. rises. By the aid ot a 
hand rheostat the adjustment can be so made 
that the falling off in the speed of the engine 
and the drop in the line may be compensated 
for 60 that at the motors a 1 close approxi- 
mation to constant E. M. F. is obtained. 
After the hand rheostat is once adjusted it 
is unnecessary to make further adjustments, 
for the self-regulatin : devices are automatic. 
Three wires are carried frem the collector at 
the end of the geferator shaft to the switch- 
board and pass through the switchboard in- 
struments and main line ewitches directly into 
the mine. On the switchboardAs a direct read - 
ing voltmeter and an ammeter. The E. M. F. 
at the motor is 300 volts. 

DETAILS OF CONSTRUCTION. 

Where the distances become very great, a 
higher E. M. F. may, of course, used, 
The mine is wired with high class rubber - 
covered wire, and the insulation of each 
wire is practically continuous from the time 
the wire leaves the main switch in the power 
house until it reaches the end of the circuit, 
At the entrance of each room, and also at 
oonvenient oints threughout the mine, 
switches are ioeated and safety catches in ; 
serted. This insures fafety from short 
circuiting, and also allows any portion of 
the cireult to be cut off from the generator 
without interfering with the work in other 
parte efi the mine. From the switch ia the 
room to the coal-cutting machine, the cur- 
rent is carried by a three-wire cable. This 
cable is highly insulated and covered witb a 
protecting braid, which, though frequently 
allowed to lie on adamp floor and en in 
pools of water, yet always works well. 

It is necessary Only to havea jaw switch at 
the motor with which the cirouit can de 
opened and closed, Ne regulator of any kind 
is used. The 2 auxiliary apparatus con- 
nected with t motor, with which the oper- 
ator of the machine bas anything to do, ia the 
switeh to turn the current on and off. The 
motoris completély covered and thé chance 
of getting a shock through careless handling 


is simply nil. 

When Mr. Werner expressed himself as 
highly pleased with the Tesla motor, he said:

TANDING be- 
fore this 61d 
mansion ont. 
Louls street, once 
the home of a 
wealthy Créoile 
family; one reali- 
zes what changes 
the yeats tave 
wrought. Though 
now ths great 
double doors of the 
court - yard are battered and devoid of paint, 
there was a time when in opening they 
afforded enchanting glimpses tothe passer- 
by—vistas of green, flowers, in prodical 
profusion, bordering the flagged pavement; 
tropical plants in tubs Waving their broad 
leaves with a rustling whisper; and 4 fount- 
ain that caught a thousand rainbows in its 
leaping spray, falling again into the marble 
basin with a cool and pleasant sound. 

With the elesing ef those doors you shut 
out the vulgar #oise and hurry of the busy 
world. Within the mansion a broad hall ied 
to the double pariors,furnished in mahogany, 
in the Massive style which suited best those 
lofty and spaciou’ apartments, The pol ished 
floars were reminiscent of fair France, and 
thé drawn shutters kept out the glare of the 
sunshine, making a pleasant dimness, restful 
to theeye. There wasakind of stately sim- 
plicity observable in the adornment of these 
rooms—fine pictures, statuary and bronses 
were there, but none ot the litter of bric-a- 
Drac and cheap prettiness, superabundant 
éushions and draperies, which areso marked 


a feature ofthe modern MN The 
same severe elegance prevailed in ali the fur- 
nishings of this old time residence. 

In the second story of the wing which ran 
out atthe back of the house were the com- 
fortable quarters of the slaves, and it may be 
mentioned in passing that fifteen servants to 
attend upon a family of two or three was 
rather the rule than the exception. Below 
was the culinary domain, shining with nea'- 
ness, and no less daintily eared for than the 
parlors. 

This was the town bouse of a rich Creole, 
‘who spent the gay season in New Orleans, re- 
pairing, when the heated term set in, to his 
great sugar plantation in St. James Parish; or 
if madame and the little ones needed a breath 
of sea air, to Last Island, then a highly fash- 
ionabie summer resort, 

9 VERY GAY, 
indeed, was the gay season, with horse races, 
lively regattas upon the Bayou St. John, balls 
and parties and other social diversions, and 
it may be believed that that temple of music, 
the old French Opera- house on Orleans street, 
was crowded on ‘‘fashionable nights“ to its 
utmost capacity. Hospitality was both a duty 
and apleasurein those days. Each family 
kept up a running fire of entertainments, and 
among 9 there wore many minor fes - 
tivities of amore informal character. The 
strancer within thelr gates was made 
royally welcome, Everything was on a lavish 
scale; open house“ was the rule; and it was 
nothing uncommon for a large family, of 
course aided by their numerous guests, 
consume @ cask of claret in a week. 


There was 60 Iittie social intercourse be- 
tween the Crecles and Americans that it could 
not be said to count. 

There were certain customs and traditions 
faithfully followed by the best Creole families. 
The daughters of the house were sent to con- 
vent schools, where, it must be owned, they 
learned little except embroidery and graceful 
daportment. The sons fared better, for they 
were dispatched to the univera ities 
of France to acquire 
of wind and manner 
them the courtly, gallant gentiemen 
they were. Coming out’’ at i4 or 15 in all 
her blushing, rosebud beauty, Mademmol- 
sel le was speedily married, the affair being 
arranged between the parents of man and 
maid, though there was no forcing of inclina- 
tion, and the young lady had the privilege of 
declining the proposed suitor if he appeared 
unpleasing to her. Once married, even if she 
had been the veriest coquette in Ohristendom, 
she usually

tothe management of her great house, in 
which she took a housewlfely pride—Mon-

tion Mr. Jules Tuyes—a veritable type of the 
chevalier of olden times—Who is now presi- 
dent of a well known Ne Orleans insurance 
company; and Mr. Aiexandre Landry—Who 

ould sign himself Alexandre Landry de 

renéuce de Baint Aubin, had not his an- 
cestors deemed euch titles unsuitable under a 
republican form government—manager of 
the Southern Oil vo, The fortunes made and 
rebuilt since the war wrought fvanciai ruin 
in the South have tot been achievea by Amer- 
icans alone, for the names of Lanaux, Lanata, 
Chaffraix, Aldige, Gelpi, Cassard, Lazende, 
Lepeyre and Hernandez are synonymous with 
business enterprise and good luck, That 
there is no lack of wealth among the Creoles 
ef to-dey the handsome mansions upon 
8 Esplanade street—now the fashſon - 

le Creole quarter— bear witness. 

Some, it is true, of the old families dave 
sunk into poverty and obscurity; but, taken 
asa whole, the Créoles bave held their own 
bravely. ‘Hampered by traditions of luxury 
and leisure, the struggle at the youne men 
bas been a hard one, hey are further over - 
weighted for the reason that they have a 
generous objection to letting the women of 
their family work as bread-winners, and 
although the latter may perform 

PRODIGIES OF ECONOMY, 

yet, when there is only One wage-earner and 
many dependents, the strain must necessarily 
be severe, The sons o: the rich are given a 
university education and the choice of a pro- 
fession; Whereas, commerce is the resort of 
those upon whom the need of an immediate 
income is pressing. 

But society becomes more and more Ameri- 
canized each year and the differences between 
the two races grow less, Studying side b 
side in achool and college, they have learne 
to know and understand sch other and res 
ciprocal prejudices have vYanisned. Canal 
street ia ne longer the rigid line of demarka- 
tion between the Creoles and Americans that 
it once Was, Some of the rich Creoles have 
left their ‘‘aown-towh’’ precincts and moved 
‘sup-town,’’ and intermafriages have com- 
pieted what social intercourse began. It is a 
ey» gas thing to Ond the children of such 
unions chattering French to mamma and 
English to papa, or vice vorsa. The happiest 
results may be hoped for from the grafting of 
Creole gayety ao cé upon American pro- 
gressivéness and o common sense. 

One of the most marked traite of the Creole 
temperament ips buoyancy. They know how

to enjoy. They carry lightly that yoke of 
labor whieh seéms to press so heavily upon 
English aking peoples. The wisdom of in- 
haling thé, *‘perrume of the moment’’ As 
known to them. They do not go forth on a gala 
day to push and shove and growl; they brush 
little annoyances aside with a laugh and a jest; 
in a crowd they are gay and good natured. 
Both men and maidens are passionately 
fond of dancing, and ven the warmest 
weather does not make their enthusiasm flag. 
The love of music is deep-rooted in their 
natures; it is to be questioned whether they 
could ne without it. Poor, indeed, must be 
the Creole who foregoes the Sunday opera 
matinee, and no pinching or stinting 
— deem too severe with that end ia 
view. 

In personal appearance the Creoles are a 
well-look ing race, and even when they have 
no positive beauty there isa comeliness and 
symmetry which is pleasing. Grotesqueness 
of form and feature, almost amounting to de- 
» formity, flat waists, bigh shoulders and thick 
wrists and ankies are almost unknown among 
them. The men are usually good-looking,

in the brunette type, and, though sbort of 
stature, they are broad-shoulde:ed and mus- 
cular. At Her best the Creole girl is trresiati. 
bly pretty, the dark wonder of her 
long - lashed liquid eyes further enhance 
storm-cloud of hair about & low, smoéth 
brow, brilliant wh ite teeth, delicately-moided 
features, and a clear olive complexion. Her 
figure 1% \issom and rounded—supple and 
lender without angolarity or attenuation— 
and her hands and feet are small aud dainty.

But on 
the return of the defeated army from 
deroga she treated the same insolent and 
rapacious Lee with compassion, aud even 
fitted up a room in her house asa temporary 
hospital for him and his wounded men. 

ON THE EVE OF THE REVOLUTION. 

Miss McVicker continued to be an inmate of 
the Sehuyters’ home, both in Albany and at 
their extensive mansion known as the Flats. 
She formed an acquaintance also with the 
numerous guests and visitors at the hospita- 
ble residence, including military officers and 
Indian chiefs of tne friendly six nations liy- 
ing in the vicinity, all these furnishing the 
materials with which her charming memoir is 
made up. Meanwhile her father resigned 

the army, and * his pension 
as a half-pay office and = = savings 
located a tract of some ,000 acres 
ot land in Clarendon, Vt., where he intended 
to settle down. The 8 act was repesied, 
and goiden dreams of felicity at Clarendon 
excited the hopes and imaginations of the 
McVickers. These visions, however, were 
soon deatinedto give way to sad realities. 
The approaching conflict between the colonies 
and the mother country, growing out of what 
woula now be termed ‘‘the single tax ques- 
tlon, that on tea, threatened a separation. 

Mr. MoVicker taking the alarm decided to 
leave America, piacing his lands in charge of 
a Scotch friend, Judge Munro, hoping that 
there would be no obstruction to realizing on 
the property to great advantage, or colonizing 
it from Scotland. But, as the result has 
shown, neither he nor his heirs ever realited 
one cent from the investment, it having 
failen into the hands of squatters, who, taking 
advantage of the change of government 
would make no restriction to a detes 
loyalist and British res- coat. 

As to Miss McVicker, notwithstanding the 
urgent solicitation of Aunt Schuyler to re- 
main, her father could not think of leaving 
her bebind, to await the chance of his return, 
and obe was finally talked into a wish for re- 
visiting the home of her nativity. Returning 
to Scotland, Capt. McVicker rejoined the 
army and was in 1878 appointed 
Barrackmaster of Fort Augustus on 
Ness, in the county of In- 
„ Miss McVicker, then in ber 19th

These letters were afterwards collected and 
formed t e volume known as Letters from 
the Mountains.’’

HER GREATEST WORK. 

Her next publication was the Memoirs 
an American Lady. etc., firstissued in 1 
which was written forty years after she left 
the country. Her memory. of evénts which 
transpired so long ago was simply prodigious. 

B. Sprague, the emi- 
nent divine of Albany, visited Mrs. Grant in 1836 
two years before her death and when several 
years past 80, be found her memory for old 
things was as good asever.
